COOPER  MEDICAL  COLLEGE. 

The  handsome  and  commodious  buildings  of  the  College 
cover  half  a  block  on  Webster  street,  between  Sacramento  and 
Clay  streets.  They  contain  lecture  halls,  amphitheaters,  labo¬ 
ratories,  clinic  rooms,  dissecting  rooms,  etc.,  and  the  various 
apparatus  and  appliances  for  the  most  satisfactory  instruction 
in  medicine.  The  Hospital,  to  accommodate  one  hundred  pa¬ 
tients,  is  just  completed,  and  will  soon  be 'opened  for  use. 

CURRICULUM. 

Each  year  is  divided  into  two  terms:  a  long  or  summer  term, 
which  is  the  regular  course,  begins  June  ist  and  continues  six 
months;  and  a  short  or  winter  term,  beginning  February  ist, 
and  continuing  three  months.. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION. 

All  applicants  for  admission  must  give  satisfactory  evidence 
of  good  moral  character,  and  possess  the  qualifications  herein¬ 
after  specified  : 

A  diploma  or  certificate  of  graduation  from  some  recognized* 
literary  or  scientific  college;  from  some  recognized  medical, 
pharmaceutical  or  dental  school;  or  from  a  recognized  high  or 
normal  school;  or  a  certificate  of  having  passed  examination 
for  admission  to  any  recognized  literary  college  or  university;  or 
a  first  grade  diploma  or  certificate  from  any  recognized  public 
school  board,  provided  that  these  qualifications  are  shown  to  be 
equivalent  to  the  requirements  of  this  College  for  its  matricu¬ 
lating  examination.  Those  not  possessing  any  of  the  foregoing 
qualifications  will  be  required  to  pass  a  matriculating  examina¬ 
tion  in  the  following  subjects  : 

1 .  English,  including  grammar  and  composition. 

2.  Universal  history. 

3.  Descriptive  geography. 

4.  Arithmetic,  including  common  and  decimal  fractions. 

5.  Elementary  physics. 

6.  Latin,  including  grammar  and  translations. 

[Students  who  fail  in  this  latter  requirement  will  be  ac¬ 
cepted  conditionally  upon  quailing  themselves  by  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  ensuing  term.  A  Latin  Course  is  provided  at  the 
College.]

Those  intending  to  present  themselves  for  examination 
are  advised  to  review  their  studies  before  so  doing  and  thus 
save  themselves  the  humiliation  of  possible  failure. 


SPECIAL  PRELIMINARY  EXAMINATION. 

Students  intending  to  finish  their  education  in  Great  Britain, 
and  to  obtain  a  British  degree  or  other  qualification  in  medicine 
or  surgery,  should  apply  to  the  Dean  of  this  College  in  writing, 
on  or  before  entering  the  College,  for  the  Special  Preliminary 
Examination  in  Arts ,  required  by  the  regulations  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Council  of  Medical  Education  and  Registration  of  the 
United  Kingdom.  For  those  who  have  passed  this  examina¬ 
tion,  before  attending  their  first  course  of  lectures ,  the  diploma 
and  tickets  of  this  College  are  recognized  by  the  Royal  College 
of  Surgeons  of  England,  the  Medical  Faculty  of  the  University 
of  Glasgow,  and  presumably  by  the  other  seventeen  Examin¬ 
ing  Boards  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland.  This  examination  is 
not  required  of  those  who  are  graduates  in  Arts  of  a  University 
recognized  for  that  purpose  in  England. 

The  fee  for  this  examination  is  $15,  to  be  paid  when  the  ap¬ 
plication  is  handed  in.  The  subjects  of  the  examination  are 
as  follows  : 

(1)  English  Language,  including  grammar  and  composition. 
(2)  Arithmetic,  including  common  and  decimal  fractions.  (3) 
Algebra,  including  simple  equations.  (4)  Geometry,  the  first 
book  of  Euclid.  (5)  Latin  Language,  including  grammar  and 
translations  from  Caesar,  De  Bello  Galileo,  books  1  and  2;  or 
Virgil,  iEneid,  book  1.  (6)  Elementary  mechanics  of  solids 

and  fluids,  comprising  the  elements  of  statics,  dynamics,  and 
hydrostatics.  (7)  One  of  the  following  optional  .subjects,  viz  : 
(a)  Greek  Language,  first  chapter  of  St.  John’s  Gospel,  (p) 
French  Language,  first  chapter  of  Telemaque.  (c)  German 
Language,  Adler’s  Reader,  first  part,  (d)  Logic,  (e)  Botany. 
(_/)  Zoology.  (g)  Elementary  Chemistry.  (8)  Physics, 
Peck’s  Ganot,  to  include  Mechanics,  Statics,  Dynamics  and 
Hydrostatics  and  Pneumatics. 
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The  recognition  specified  in  the  preceding  paragraphs  is  the 
full  extent  accorded  by  the  educational  bodies  named,  to  any 
medical  college  in  the  United  States. 


ATTENDANCE. 

To  complete  the  College  curriculum  attendance  upon  four 
calendar  years  of  medical  instruction  will  be  required  after 
January  ist,  1894,  of  which  the  last  three  years  must  be  in 
College;  and  final  year  (including  the  short  and  long  term)  in 
this  College.  The  first  year  must  be  passed  as  specified  in  one 
of  the  following  requirements: 

A.  In  attendance  on  the  curriculum  of  a  recognized  Medi¬ 
cal  College. 

B.  In  a  recognized  University,  College,  high  or  normal 
school,  graduation  from  which  must  be  shown  by  the  diploma 
thereof,  accompanied  by  evidence  that  the  curriculum  pursued 
includes  the  subjects  required  in  the  subjoined  schedule  for  the 
first  year.  (See  page  7.) 

C.  In  one  year’s  pupilage  with  a  pl^sician  whose  standing 
and  facilities  for  imparting  instruction  are  acceptable  to  this 
Faculty.  Such  instruction  must  be  certified  to  by  the  pre¬ 
ceptor  upon  the  form  furnished  by  this  College. 

D.  In  private  study, — in  which  case  the  candidate  shall 
pass  an  examination  before  the  Faculty  in  the  subjects  re¬ 
quired  by  the  schedule  of  the  first  year. 

candidate  presenting  a  diploma  or  certificate  under 
any  of  the  foregoing  requirements  which  does  not  conform  to 
the  schedule  for  the  first  year  of  study,  shall  pass  examination 
upon  the  omitted  subject  or  subjects. 

Evidence  of  attendance  upon  one  or  more  regular  terms  of 
lectures  in  other  recognized  medical  Colleges  will  be  accepted 
as  equivalent  to  attendance  at  this  College  for  a  like  period, 
provided  the  student  present  evidence  of  having  passed  exami¬ 
nations  equivalent  to  those  required  at  this  College;  or,  fail¬ 
ing  to  present  such  evidence,  that  he  pass  such  examination 
before  this  Faculty. 

Graduates  in  good  standing  from  recognized  medical  colleges 
will  be  required  to  attend  one  regular  term  only,  provided  the}^ 
furnish  evidence  that  their  previous  attendance  has  been 
equivalent  to  that  of  the  senior  class  in  this  College. 
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Graduates  in  good  standing  from  recognized  pharmaceutical 
or  dental  colleges  will  be  credited  with  two  years  on  the  col¬ 
lege  curriculum,  piovided  they  have  conformed  to  the  preced¬ 
ing  requirements  for  the  first  year’s  study,  otherwise  they  will 
be  credited  with  one  year  only.

Written  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  each  term  upon 
the  subjects  named  in  the  schedule  of  studies. 

Students  failing  in  such  examinations  will  be  required  to 
undergo  re-examination  at  the  beginning  of  the  succeeding 
regular  term.  Students  must  not  absent  themselves  from  the 
regular  examinations  without  the  consent  in  writing  of  the 
President  of  the  College.

These  fees  are  to  be  paid  at  the  beginning  of  the  term  on  entei  - 
ing  the  College. 
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A  charge  of  $25  is  made  for  the  Short  Course,  which  sum, 
however,  will  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  such  students  as 
attend  the  succeeding  Regular  Course.  Hence  there  will  be 
no  addition  to  the  fees,  but  simply  a  change  in  their  time  of 
payment.

This  is  to  be  paid  October  1st,  but  will  be  refunded  in  case 
the  candidate  fails  to  pass  the  final  examinations. 

Students  admitted  to  the  fourth  year  in  consideration  of 
previous  medical  study  elsewhere,  must  pay  also  the  Matricu¬ 
lation  fee,  the  Demonstrator’s  fee  and  the  fee  for  the  regular 
course  of  lectures. 

The  lectures  in  the  fourth  year  are  free  to  such  as  have  paid 
for  three  full  courses  in  this  College,  or  in  this  and  other  col¬ 
leges. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 

1.  The  candidate  must  be  of  good  moral  character,  and  at 
least  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

2.  He  must  have  attended  three  Regular  Courses  of  Medi¬ 
cal  Lectures  (and,  after  1893,  have  studied  medicine  four 
years,)  the  last  of  which,  at  least,  must  have  been  delivered 
in  this  institution;  also  two  courses  of  clinical  instruction,  and 
the  short  term  of  his  last  year. 

3.  He  must  have  attended  at  least  two  Courses  of  Practical 
Anatomy  in  the  Dissecting-room,  and  present  evidence  of  hav¬ 
ing  dissected  at  least  one  entire  subject  (five  parts). 

4.  He  must  write  a  medical  Thesis,  and  submit  the  same 
to  the  Faculty,  on  or  before  the  1st  of  October.  It  is  recom¬ 
mended  that  the  thesis  shall  be  based  upon  cases  actually 
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observed  and  studied  by  the  student  at  the  College  and  Hos¬ 
pital  Clinics.  A  committee,  consisting  of  Professors  Fane, 
Gibbons  and  Steele,  has  been  appointed  to  direct  the  prepara¬ 
tion  of  the  thesis. 

5.  He  must  have  passed  successfully  the  examinations 
required  by  the  Faculty,  and  have  paid  all  fees  due  the  Col- 
lege. 

Graduates  from  recognized  medical  colleges,  desiring  to  take 
the  degree  of  Cooper  College  also,  are  required  to  present  sat¬ 
isfactory  testimonials  of  good  character  and  professional  stand¬ 
ing;  to  adduce  satisfactory  evidence  that  their  previous  attend¬ 
ance  upon  lectures  and  clinics  has  been  equivalent  to  that  re¬ 
quired  of  the  Senior  class  of  this  College;  to  attend  the  lect¬ 
ures  and  clinics  of  the  Senior  class;  to  pass  examinations  in  all 
branches,  and  to  pay  the  regular  fees. 

BOARDING. 

Students  can  obtain  good  rooms  and  board  at  prices  varying 
from  five  to  ten  dollars  per  week.
